CHAPTER 392. 

IOWA STATE BOARD OF ENGINEERING EXAMINERS. 
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Iowa: 

SECTION 1. Professional engineering and land surveying - regis-
1 tration. After one year from the date of passage of this act, unless 
2 otherwise permitted by the provisions of this act, no person shall 
3 practice professional engineering or land surveying in the state of 
4 Iowa except he be a registered professional engineer or a registered 
5 land surveyor as provided by this act. 
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
